Tur “Times” on Jones SILVER BIL. 
—-New York, October 23.--A Times 
editorial on the Congressional proceed- 
ings says Senator Jones has introduced 
his promised bill for the remonetiza- 
tion of the silver dollar. It provides 
fer unlimited coinage without charge 
of the dollar of 41215 grains standard 
fineness, to be legal tender for all 
debts public and private, for which 
payment in some other form is not 
expressly contracted. It will be seen 
that this is exactly in accordance with 
the programme of the Jones Commis- 
sion, except that the relation of silver 
to gold under the act referred to, 
would be 15-98 to 1, while Jones in 
his report favored the ratio of 154¢ to

silver in circulation, and as there are

The 
President has a most difficult role, and 
instead of receiving the unfriendly 
criticism and attacks of his party, he 
should receive their support and be 

iven their best and truest advice. 
His present paramount duty iscountry, 
and if he were to place simple party 
success above public interests he 
would render himself hateful to every 
right-minded man and infamous in 
history. We do not suppose a single 
one of the Republicans who differ with 
him on questions of policy would ask 
the President in plain terms to assume 
such a position, and yet they do this 
in effect when they «denounce his 
policy because of the damaging effect 
it may have upon the party, without 
reference to its wubbabhe effect upon 
the higher interests of the country. 
The President has the best pos- 
sible position for knowing what ought 
to be done. He is acting under a sol- 
emn oath. He is more largely respon- 
sible than any other living man_ for 
the consequence of his acts, and, hav- 
ing decided upon a certain course as 
essential te the public welfare, that 
course should not be obstructed by 
his party friends, unless it is in plain 
conflict with the principles of Repub- 
licanism. He is certainly not, in his 
position of President, the mere crea- 
ture of Congress, and should not be 
the mere tool of party. The day for 
discussion has passed to the right or 
wrong of the Southern policy of the 
Administration. We might not have 
gone to the same extent in placing the 
South upon its honor and good be- 
havior; we might, after what has trans- 
pired in past years, have required some 
protection or exacted some bond to 
keep the peace, but President Ilayes 
has seen proper to accept the assurance 
of the people of the South that they 
will maintain the law and respect the 
equal rights of all classes, and if they 
keep faith with the Administration his 
Southern policy cannot fail. The 
same policy might have been inaug- 
urated at any time since the close of 
the war had the people of these States 
come forward with an honest purpose 
and proffered the same pledges. As 
long as their pledges are kept and 
peace maintained the policy should be 
to support, and to that end we sustain 
the President in the efforts he is mak- 
ing fer peace and conciliation. When 
these States fail to maintain the law 
and protect the equal rights of all 
classes, we shal! expect the peace pol- 
icy to be abandoned by the Adminis- 
tration and a force policy inaugura- 
ted.” The article refers at length to 
the civil service rules, fully indorsing 
them.
